LABOR LEADERS CITED 


TO APPEAR IN COURT 


Gompers and Mitchell May Ba 
Punished tor Contempt. 


Washington, July 21.—In the Buck 
Stove and Range case. Justice Ander­ 
son of the district supreme court has 
summoned 
Samuel 
Gompers, 
presi­ 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, Secretary Frank Morrison of 
that organization, and John Mitchell 
of the executive council and former 
president of the United Mine Workers 
of America, to appear in court on 
Sept. 8, next, to show cause why they 
should not be punished for contempt 
of the court’s injunctive orders. 
The citation is based on the peti­ 
tion of the Buck Stove and Range 
company of St. Louis, which alleges 
that an order issued by Justice Gould 
forbidding an alleged boycott by the 
American Federation of 
Labor has 
been violated by the public utterances 
and addresses of the three labor lead­ 
ers 
named. 
It also it stated that 
Gompers caused to be published in 
the Federationiat, the official organ of 
the Federation, a certain article re­ 
flecting on the court’s decision and in 
alleged 
open defiance 
printing the 
name of the Buck Stove and Range 
company In the "we don’t patronize” 
list. 
Gompers is quoted as saying to 
several newspaper men: 
“So far as I am concerned, I wish 
to state this: 
W hen it comes to a 
choice 
between 
surrendering 
my 
rights as a free American citizen or 
violating the injunction of the court, 
I do not hesitate to say that I shall 
exercise my rights as between the 
two.” 
O ther editorial utterances of Gom­ 
pers aijd Morrison are quoted, which 
are alleged to be offensive to the 
court’s decision. 
John Mitchell, it is 
alleged, at a m eeting of the United 
Mine W orkers last January put to a 
vote a resolution imposing a line of 
$5 on any member of that organiza­ 
tion 
'ho purchased a stove or range 
of that company’s make. 
The resolu­ 
tion provided for the expulsion of a 
member in default of paym ent of the 
fine.

and in doing so he beat the Olympic ' 
record for the distance of 10% sec­ 
onds. 
The nam es of Sheppard, H alstead 
and Beard, Americans, went up on 
tho blackboards as the winners of 
their heats in the 800-meters race. 
Lunghi of Italy beat H. L Coe of 
the U niversity of Michigan in the ex­ 
cellent tim e of 1:57%. 
C. J. Bacon, Irish-American Athletic 
club, captured his heat of the 400 
m eters hurdle race In 57 seconds, 
winning by 25 yards, while Coe de- 
f§ate<L Densham,. the. former British

Question Discussed. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 21.—Influential 
Eastern Democrats have notified Will­ 
iam J Bryan that in their opinion the 
anti-injunction plank of the platform 
adopted at Denver was hardly worth 
the paper it was written on, the rea­ 
son alleged by them being I hat the 
David B. Hill bill, passed by the sen­ 
ate, which is specifically endorsed by 
the Democracy, simply carried out 
the common law provision granting a 
Jury trial in contempt cases “in the 
Jurisdiction of the presiding Judge.” 
The plank was drafted on the as­ 
sumption that the Hill bill was passed 
only after it had been amended by 
Senator Allen of Nebraska to make 
the trial by Jury provision mandatory 
at tho command of the defendant. 
Mr. Bryan spent several anxious 
hours after he received this informa­ 
tion. 
While reasonably sure of his 
ground, the allegation that he and the 
majority of the committee on resolu­ 
tions had been tricked caused him to 
worry and he admitted that he was ; 
to have an inquiry set on foot. 
The Associated Press correspondent 
relieved his suspense by explaining 
to him that advices from Washington 
showed that the Hill bill, as finally 
adopted by the United States senate 
in 1896, provided for the summary 
punishment by the court in direct 
contempt cases, but making it manda­ 
tory for the court to grant a trial by 
jury in all cases where such con­ 
tempt was committed outside of the 
Jurisdiction of the court, and where 
such jury trUl was demanded by the 
accused 


Cleared Up Awkward Situation. 
This was the Allen amendment as 
Bryan remembered it, and it cleared 
up what threatened to become an awk­ 
ward situation for the Democratic 
candidate for the presidency. 
The part that the prohibition ques­ 
tion will play in the campaign was 
talked over between Mr. Bryan and 
Wiley B. Philips, editor of the Cali­ 
fornia Voice of Los Angeles, who is 
returning from Columbus, O., where 
he was a delegate to the national Pro­ 
hibition 
convention. 
“We 
agreed," 
said Mr. Philips, “not to discuss for 
publication what was said at our con­ 
ference.” 
Mr. Philips, however, volunteered 
the statement that a number of Pro­ 
hibitionists would vote for Mr. Bryan 
as against their own candidate. 
He 
thought 
the 
prohibition 
movement 
would affect the vote in tho close 
states and was unwilling to concede 
many of these votes to Taft. 
The appeal of Mr. Bryan to the 
farmers of the country for campaign 
contributions 
is 
bearing 
fruit. 
A 
number of responses have been re­ 
ceived, the sums enclosed varying in 
amounts. 
Two old retired farmers 
from Omaha, one aged elghty-two and 
the other seventy-nine, preferred to 
deliver their contributions In person. 
They hobbled, ullthe pathway, to Fair­ 
view and each placed in the hands of 
Mr. Bryan a $6 bill. 
An appleal by Mr. Bryan to the 
Democratic newspapers of the coun­ 
try to begin the collection of funds 
for the campaign was one of the im­ 
portant happenings of the day.

T hat the city council die! not pass a 
resolution 
Monday 
evening 
issuing 
$120,000 in bonds for the construction 
of w aterw orks was due to the absence 
first of Alderman Houck who asked 
that he be excused on the ground that 
his wife was sick, and later in the even­ 
ing by Alderman Twohey, who objected 
to bonds being offered running from 10 
to 15 years 
on the ground that those 
who favored such issue were trying to 
balk the w aterw orks project by offer­ 
ing bonds which could not be sold. Mr. 
Twohey also expressed the opinion th at 
he was not interested in w hat it would 
cost the taxpayers 20 years hence. 
W hat he wanted was immediate action 
which would sell the bonds. 
Let our 
children take care of themselves was 
his statem ent. 
Aldermen Zakariasen, Bouck, 
Drex- 
ler, 
Fogelstrom, Graham and Two.iey 
were present when Vice President F ar­ 
rar called the city council to order 
Monday evening. 
The minutes of the 
last m eeting were read and approved. 
City Clerk Spencer read a communi­ 
cation from the agent of the state 
board of control, asking th at the city 
lockup be provided with new bedding, 
a new heating plant and other things 
considered 
necessary. 
On 
motion 
the 
communication was 
referred to 
the committee on health, sewers and 
police. 
A petition was read from Thos. H. 
Beare and Jam es Smith asking the city 
to order the eating house of C. D. H er­ 
bert removed from North Sixth street. 
City A ttorney Ryan called the atten 
tion of the city council to recent de­ 
cision of the Minnesota suprem e court 
holding the village of Preston liable for 
all dam ages where an obstruction was 
perm itted in the street.

reference to the minutes of the last 
June m eeting showed Alderman Twohey 
to be correct and the m atter was 
dropped. 
A. E. Losey appeared before the city 
council and asked permission to veneer 
with brick the building owned and oc­ 
cupied by Losey & Dean, on Front 
street.

Alderman Bouck left the meeting. 
Alderman Twohey did not believe 
there would be any revenue in the next 
three years.

Ryan thought the question of 
profits was merely theory. B ethought 
that the w ater rents should be cut 
rather than to accumulate a fund and 
provide for paying off the bonds. 
Al­ 
derman Fogelstrom believed that elec­ 
tric light, rates should be reduced.

derman Twohey did not believe that the 
current could be produced so as to sell 
for less than at present. The absence of 
Alderman Bouck did not leave three- 
quarters of the members present and 
the m atter wa- dropped.

first of Alderman Bouck who asked

Aldermen Zakariasen, Bouck, Drex- 
ler, Fogelstrom, Graham and Twohey 
were present when Vice President Far- titled 
rar called the city council to order 
Monday evening. The minutes of the 
last meeting were read and approved. 
City Clerk Spencer read a communi­ 
cation from the agent of the state 
board of control, asking that the city 
lockup be provided with new bedding,

TIMBER TESTING MACHINE. 


• tv ice to Toll How Much Shock Struc* 
lures Will Stand. 
Bridge builder* and contractors for 
buildings which are intended to carry 
Variable loads will find much of in­ 
terest in a unique machine designed 
b.v the 
1'niti‘d States government to 
belp them to answer the question 
which comes up very often, II«»w is 
the strength of wood affected by re­ 
peated shocks? At the present time no 
satisfactory answer can be given. 
To 
fill the need for Information on this 
Important subject a special form of 
impact machine has lx»«*n designed by 
the T'nited States forest service to in­ 
vestigate the behavior of wood under 
repetitive loading, and it Is to lie built 
by the University of Washington at 
Beattie, Wash., and is to form a part 
of the forest service timber testing 
station operated in co-operation with 
the university. 
This machine will lie provided with 
a 1*600 pound hammer which can be 
dropped upon the wood siH'dmens un­ 
der test from any height up to throe 
feet, says a forest service bulletin. 
It Is so eonstruet(*d as to Ik» both au­ 
tomatic and autographic. 
The record 
showing the liehavlor of the specimen 
under test is drawn on a long sheet 
of paper which constantly unwinds 
from one cylinder and rolls up on an­ 
other. Tlds record Is drawn by means 
of a iK*n< 11 attached to the hammer of 
the machine. 
When the machlue is 
started the hammer is automatically 
raised to a height previously deter­ 
mined, when it fails on the specimen 
and continues to Ik* raised and dropped 
until the machine is stopped.

The man who made that possible, 
says the New York Times, who organ­ 
ized the victory and drilled the force* 
that won It, was Hitchcock. 
It was Interesting and amusing to 
gee the way in which Hitchcock was 
followed about the streets and hotel 
corridors at Chicago by the admiring 
and 
curious 
outsiders 
who merely 
wanted a chance to look at the rnan 
who hod nominated Secretary Taft for 
the presidency. 
It made no difference 
where Hitchcock was, there a group 
immediately gathered about him, and 
literally thousands of men and women 
shook his hand and Introduced them­ 
selves to him merely for the satisfac­ 
tion of meeting and talking for a mo­ 
ment with the newest dominating fac­ 
tor in the grent national game. 
It was nil like wine to Hitchcock. 
He Is naturally of a modest and ex­ 
tremely retiring disposition. 
He has 
the typical politician's Inordinate love 
of mystery. 
No matter bow trivial 
the tiling he Is doing, horses and log 
chains could not drag a word out of 
him about It until he is thoroughly 
ready to talk. 
And even then it is 
With the greatest difficulty’ that he 
forces himself to do the least thing in 
the publicity line.

When he left 
Cambridge in 1891 Hitchcock had a 
political equipment snch as very fexv 
young men possess laid on the substan­ 
tia! foundation of a native Ohio enjoy­ 
ment In the game.
